roof...thatching is very time consuming & labor 
intensive. ..& there aren’t many Grenadians who know 
how to do it anymore or care to learn...since the 
hurricane in 1957 which wiped out all of the houses most 
of the new dwelling are built with currogated metal 
sheets imported from England...its much more 
convenient & a lot less work but it actually doesn’t last as 
long as a good thatch & it also forces the people to 
depend on industry & foriegn labor for which they need 
capital instead of using the local resources which are

Why should we patronize 
places that are owned by people whose ideals are directly opposed 
to ours? We should be putting our money where our mouth (and 
heart!) is. Thus we should be avoiding corporate and conservative 
businesses in our day to day lives as strictly as we oppose those 
things inthe music world. So, say atthis point you are agreeing with 
me, nodding your head and saying “yeah”, seeing that we should 
be supporting our own first, giving money to people who have the 
same (or atleast similar) mind sets as we do.

So, 
getting established in a field will be tough and will require a lot of 
forethought and planning. Start by taking whatever your interests 
are, develop them, work for other people only as long as you need 
to, all the while absorbing all the skills and information that you can 








and, of course, saving your money. Then start working for yourself, 
start small, rely on yourself, do quality work and you will grow.

A LONG BATTLE

control is accelerating at an evil pace. With every passing day, the 
cancer of industrial “civilization” extends and reinforces itself — so 
that yesterday's most frightening corporate dreams become today’s 
development projects, leading to tomorrow’s toxic nightmares. We 
know that the pace at which the cancer grows is the pace t which 
paradise disappears. Sacred wild lands; fantastic variations of plants 
and animals; our potentially wild and free selves are sacrificed for the 
“progress” of an insane society. We are witness to and participants in 
global biological meltdown. The inevitable result of the human activity 
that passes for everyday life seems obvious: the death of nature. 

There is no hope for the Endangered Species Act, for any law that 
interferes with the corporate menace will be repealed or circumvented. 
No hope for earth summits, Green Party reforms, or a sudden collapse 
of the industrial system. No; society will continue to pursue arma- 
ments and scientific research (nuclear missiles or cars, genetic 
manipulation) and high teach healttvenvironmental intervention as 
“solutions” rather than acknowledge them as part of the problem. 
People will continue to pollute, overpopulate, to live the individualist 
automobile culture, to destroy the forests and then attempt to move 
somewhere less spoilt. “Activists” will continue the futile effort of 
education and reform. What reform or reason is there with a system 
that cares only about its growth and treats every “discovery” as anew 
frontier to be exploited and subsumed? Or with a culture that swallows 
and absorbs anything altemative to be spit back out s the latest “hip” 
fashion to be bought? Yes; the downfall will be along and ugly process 
and will take a huge toll - the machine will fight to the end to keep itself 
going, no matter what the costto life - human or otherwise. By the time 
the system collapses (and collapse it will, for itis not sustainable) there 
will be few if any viable ecosystems left, and we may have created 
atmospheric and climactic changes that end most of life on earth. 

Our path can seem daunting - if we fail to act or are not successful 
in our efforts, it will be exponentially more difficult for future genera- 
tions to stop the devastation, let alone turn society in a new direction. 
Dead ends abound. Hope seems like just another word in the 
dictionary rather than an emotion we experience. It seems that for 
every corporate project stopped there are a hundred more pushed to 
deadly completion. Anyone attempting to point out the insanities of the 
prevailing paradigm is looked upon as a moder day chicken little. 
Doubts can begin to creep in. Maybe we're overestimating how bad 
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things really are. In the absence of any real movement, we 
compromise what we know in our hearts, and funnel our energy into 
the system. We wonder if we weren't so aware of the evils, if life 
would be easier. 

Yet we must not despair nor become paralyzed by our legitimate 
cynicism. What is the value of humanity and what self-worth can 
we find if we cannot effectively resist ecocide? Yes, itis a difficult 
path; we are trying to be feral ina managed world. We must travel 
our lives as free, joyful human beings to and we must strive to seek 
our place in the natural balance of things. Do anything less and we 
will not have the material with which to build a new society on the 
ashes of the old. This means that those of us who really care about 
the future must find creative and effective ways to circumvent these 
dead ends. Never underestimate your own inner power! Look how 
far you've come from the school kid who loved TV to the being who 
understands what freedom means, and fights for it in everyday life. 

So where do we start? There are so many issues, causes, and 
projects. Sure, we can concem ourselves with the destruction of 
tropical rain forest and concem ourselves with faraway resistance 
struggles, but we cannot cop out. You stand on stolen, occupied, 
and devastated land. Global destruction starts in our own backyard 
and is forcibly exported throughout the world through a variety of 
economic, political, and military methods. We in the industrial 
world have a special task - to impair the dominant culture's ability 
to expand, and ultimately to function. There are many creative ways 
we can achieve this and we can start by removing the dominant 
paradigm from our mind and start to see modem civilization and 
building a life-centered culture, where all life and future generation 
shave equal rights and claims to a healthy, natural environment. A 
retum to a simple, joyful life of self-sufficiency. this necessitates 
acquiring and passing on those skills and attitudes that allow us to 
inhabit a place in a sacred and sustainable manner. There is much 
we can learn from the indigenous and aboriginal cultures which 
remain. Introduce yourself and your friends to the wildness of the 
earth and of that within yourself. Move away from materialism, 
apathy, and easy reform. Band together with fellow resisters and 
practice living together as a tribe.

What reform or reason is there with a system 
that cares only about its growth and treats every “discovery” as anew 
frontier to be exploited and subsumed? Or with a culture that swallows 
and absorbs anything alternative to be spit back out s the latest “hip” 
fashion to be bought? Yes; the downfall will be along andugly process 
and will take a huge toll - the machine will fight to the end to keep itself 
going, no matter what the costto life - human or otherwise. By the time 
the system collapses (and collapse it will, for itis not sustainable) there 
will be few if any viable ecosystems left, and we may have created 
atmospheric and climactic changes that end most of life on earth. 
Our path can seem daunting - if we fail to act or are not successful 
in our efforts, it will be exponentially more difficult for future genera- 
tions to stop the devastation, let alone tum society in a new direction. 
Dead ends abound. Hope seems like just another word in the 
dictionary rather than an emotion we experience. It seems that for 
every corporate project stopped there are a hundred more pushed to 
deadly completion. Anyone attempting to point out the insanities of the 
prevailing paradigm is looked upon as a modem day chicken little.

| was fourteen when | first heard about riot grim. By that time it 
had been all over MTV, fashion and news magazines and newspa- 
pers yet this was the first time | had heard of it - in a small local 
entertainment newspaper. | don’t know how long riot grr had 
existed before the media got its slimy hands all over it but | know, 
from experience, how much it changed afterward. 


| was attracted to the idea of riot gr initially because the beliefs. 


| thought riot grrri was about were ones | had always had myself. 

The San Jose punk scene isn’t very political or issue oriented (not 

| to say that it should or shouldn't be) so | often felt alienated and 

isolated in my beliefs which were all generally anarchistic, anti 

3 fascist, anti sexist, and anti homophobic. Most of the time | was the 
‘ only girl around, when there were others everyone knew they 
wouldn't stay long - they were always just fucking one of the guys 
in the scene and they were never punx. | was surrounded by 
“punks” to whom punk had no meaning and my motivation was 

; suppressed. My impression of riot gril as conveyed by that small 
article was: punk rock girls having the beliefs fore mentioned, 
creating a scene alternative to the one that they found themselves 

i rejected by. tt was that simple. Who catin argue with that? The 
early riot grml scene was inclusive of boys and girls, preserved 
D.I.Y. punk rock methods and morals, and wasn’t threatening to 
any other groups, people or interests. Riot grm - the idea, the 
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movement, the non localized group, whatever - inspired literally 
hundreds of girls to do zines, start bands, collectives, distributions, 
have meetings etc. The uprising of riot grrri has been the only activity 
in the scene most of us have seen in years yet most of you probably 
don’t know what a riot grr is and does, why we face so much 
Opposition or who started it. 

| wont offer a definition because it wouldn't be fair to other griris to 
whom riot gril may mean something totally different. | will however 
offer my insight on what | have seen happen... 
After the height of mainstream media coverage, many of the more 
productive and popular chapters such as Olympia and D.C. decided to 
soOrt of “close up shop”. Refusing to answer most of their mail, 
rejecting interview requests, changing meeting locations or canceling 
them all together seemed like the only way to stop further exploitation, 
misquoting, and such. Ifa barrette wearing, magic markered, thirteen 
year old looking 20 year old was what the words “riot grr” would be 
translated as, they didn't wantit. The mainstream media-what seemed 
like the best medium for communication, the best way to spread “girl 
love” - had failed us. In fact, ithad come close to destroying us. In 
some ways | think it did. Lots of girls have been inspired by the idea 
of riot grr after having heard about it through some magazine or TV 
show. They've begun to question, challenge, create, demand...others 
have learned nothing more than a hot, new, cute way to dress. The 
most destructive and inaccurate image of a riot gr portrayed by the 
media was that of a lesbian, man hating, ignorant, violent, / bitter, 
bitch, an image that has followed feminism before it was feminism.

First off here’s the original letter i sent in January; 
HELLO. Myname is Arrow. I’m an Anarchist Squatter on the Lower 
East Side of New York City. I’m sending you this letter because | got 
a great idea for a party this summer. Let's call ita Nomadic Festival. 

I've been traveling around the country every summer for the. 
past four years, train-hopping or hitch-hiking, visiting warehouses 
and squats in the cities and farms and international communities in 


the rural areas, going to punk-fests, anarchist gatherings and even 


a rainbow gathering. a stifling repressive , close-minded, money- 
grubbingly capitalistic, decadent, apathetic, conservative and un- 
creative country we live in. But, I'm always amazed at how many 
truly radical, creative, inspiring people | meet when I’m out there on 
the road. And they're just as fed up with Americas bullshit as | am. 
| mean there are so many little anarchist communities, hyper-active 
punk bands, radical ecologist, awe-inspiring performance troops, 
rugged survivalists, mad-genius poets, hyper-media activists, su- 
per-hearer herbalists and just plain freedom fighters of all shapes 
and sizes creating their own little piece of a new society right here, 
and now butthe problemis...isolation. | mean, you can’tread about 
this stuff in the moming news over cheerios. You got to get out 
there, you got to find it. The problem with isolation is, it keeps us 
from inspiring each other and from being able to build on what 
others have done. .

One of the questions I've heard people ask conceming the Nom. 
Fest. is this “Sounds great but do you think you can pull it off?” Well 
the answer to that is definitely no. Something like this takes way to 
much organizing for any one person to pull off. The only way the Nom.

First this is not a must-do kind of thing, most 
plants probably won't die if they're just stuck in the ground and 
watered — but this is a way of working with all the powers of nature, 
developing your soil instead of exhausting it, and growing food that 
is the best it can be, which is the most natural and un-interfered with 
it is, which is the way it’s been slowly developing for millions of 
years, whichis the way our bodies are used to eating it for thousands 
of years... and all that’s to say organic gardening and working with 
nature is the best way to go in both the short and long term, because 
growing food is working with nature, exactly.and nothing more. So 
if we pay attention and leam how nature works then the garden will 
now only turn out better, but it will flow and be easier to do as well... 
it’s crazy that organic food is sucha special thing these days, as ALL 
food and farming has been done organic for 1000s of years. Only 
in the last century or So have chemical fertilizers even existed! How 
soon we forget! As usual, money heads re-arranging the present 
erasing the past to cut a profit. 

So Biointensive gardening and farming is a method created by a 
lot of people, most notably a guy named Alan Chadwick, who 
combined “Biodynamic” methods and ideas with “French Intensive” 
methods — both of which were developing in Europe in the 1800s/ 
early 1900s. Rudolf Steiner who was behind the Biodynamic ideas, 
was one of the first people to realize & prove the short comings and 
short-sightedness of the “quick-fix” chemical fertilizer methods, 
which were rapidly growing in popularity and usage in the 1920s. 
Biodynamic is a return to natural organic ways. In this way we avoid 
problems of large-scale machine farming and chemical fertilization 
such as soil depletion, toxic poisoning, greater insect infestation

i 1) Plants grow better in beds which are both raised and ‘double-

2) Double digging: This means loosening the soil to two spade- 
lengths deep, or about 2 feet. This does not have to be done every year, 
but should be when first creating your beds. The one thing to be careful 
of is to try not to mix the upper foot of soil and lower foot of soil, as the 
microbiotic life in each is generally different and should stay that way. 
So you can remove the top 12" of soil, put itin a pile, loosen the lower 
12", and then re-layer the pile over it, and grade it into a bed with a 
rounded surface. 

3) Compost! Start this anytime and keep adding to it! It's generally 
good to let it sit a year before using it to break down thoroughly. When 
you put it on the garden, the foot bits and whatever other organics you 
put in the pile should not be recognizable as what they used to be —it 
should be anich looking dark soil. Composting can be taken to quite an 
in-depth art form and mystical event, and | highly recommend reading 
Biodynamic literature and info on the methods of doing it, as it is too 
much to go into here! The potential problem of attracting rats to the area 
of your compost pile is a topic | don’t know much about, and would like 
to hear peoples experiences with...! As far as smell goes, in tightly 
packed urban areas | think compost smells least when it is left 
uncovered and open to the air and oxygen — so try itin an open box with 
vents or just in a pile out of the way. Something fragrant like mint, could 
be planted near it to mask the smell if it's a problem (but be careful of 
mint as it will take over the world!)

Sure, using a photo of the Cambodian killing fields can 
be social commentary, but if you haven't heard of the Khmer Rouge, it’s 
just cheap. 

Used sparingly and intelligently, gruesome imagery can be effective, 
grabbing the viewer and forcing hinvher to confront the realities or war, 
or torture, or violence against women, or whatever. Used loosely and 
thoughtlessly to sell records demeans both the images and the viewer 
(not artists, already the lowest rung on the evolutionary scale, but that's 
for another column). What's more, itno longer even holds shock value. 
Ok, maybe when the first few bands started with this shit it was 
attention-grabbing, but now the experience is more like, “Oh, look, that 
baby’s been shot in the head. Ho-hum.” The proliferation of horror 
graphics causes a desensitization of the viewer, and cheapens the 
image by diluting its power. A “shocking” picture quickly becomes just 
another part of the cultural scenery, blending in among the Bevis & 
Butthead T-shirts and the Wired-style hyper magazines. We barely 
notice the shock-o-matic graphics anymore; grindcore record covers 
easily meld with real-world photos from Bosnia, and we are less likely 
to be motivated to action (protest or consumption) by either. Punk rock 
graphic design now becomes a tool of the ruling elite, pacifying us 
through supersaturation into willing acceptance of the status quo.

death machine word.. put the chemical fertilizer industry out of busi- 
ness and do the universe a favor! 

A couple other things | wanted to mention are... if you’re in a city and 
your soil sucks, or there’s a lot of brick in it, you should get a soil test 
done to see what you'll be eating by planting there... you should be 
interested in how much of the main nutrients plants like - N, P, and K (nit, 
potas, phosph) are in your soil, plus the presence of a minimum mix of 
other trace minerals and elements, such as self, magnes, clacium, zinc, 
boron... and the pH — which should be close to neutral or slightly acid 
(pH 6.0-7.0). So mix up those herbs, flowers, and veggies in rounded 
raised curvy beds and enjoy yourself. Happy eating ack ack ack... P.S.
